at a cost of $81.77. A force pump has been installed by R. Lamp- 
kin at a cost of $26.25. A coal range has been installed at a Gost as 
follows:—The Wingham Foundary Co. for the range $163.83; 
Madden Bros. $22.10, for putting up the range and making neces- 
sary connections; Freight and cartage $7.37, making a total of 
$193.30; a binder was purchased at a cost of $110.00. 


The cattle stalls and cement gutters have been attended to by 
Mr. Spencer, and appear to be satisfactory.
